transformed Into butter, is a milk 
separator, the heavy bowl of which 
must be made to revolve at a speed. 
of 7400 revolutions a minute each 
morning and evening, till the entire 
milk production of the cows has gone 
through it. Before installing electric 
power this laborious work had to be- 
done by hand and was counted part 
of the hardest farm work. With that 
was the big churn, which for an hour 
at a time, several days a week, de- 
manded the strenuous attention of 
some muscular person who no doubt 
could have been profitably spending 
his time at some other less laborious 
work. 
All that work must be done 


away with, so a wire was run Into 
the creamery, and on a concrete foun- 
dation a half-horsepower motor was; 
placed and connected. From this mo- 
tor a narrow belt was run to the- 
separator.

placed on a platform swivelled from, 
one corner to the floor, the other 
three corners resting on casters. This; 
arrangement permitted the churn to- 
be swung into line with the motor- 
and connected by belt when the churn 
Is to be used.

Says C. K. Chesterton in the Illus- 
trated London News: It is customary 
to remark that modern problems can- 
not easily be attacked because they 
are so complex.

Th-us, for instance, 
we say that some good measures are 
frustrated or some bad officials kept 
In power by the press and confusion 
of public business, whereas very often 
the reason is simple healthy human 
bribery. 
We waste our fine intel- 
lects in finding exquisite phraseology 
to fit a man, when in a well-ordered 
society we ought to be finding hand- 
cuffs to fit him.

engineer, 
Ernest Oldenbourg, has recently in- 
vented a new telegraphic receiver 
which, it is 
declared, 
is 
sensitive 
enough to detect the m^st delicate 
impulses which even a pocket battery 
could send out. 


This instrument, which is at pres- 
ent known as the capilllform receiver, 
Is "more sensitive than the brain;" it 
Is said to transcend all previous in- 
ventions in delicacy. 
It depends on 
the fact that mercury in a vertical 
cainilary tube, like that of a ther- 
mometer—lises and falls when an 
electric current is passed through It. 


This fact has long been known, Mr. 
Oldenbourg's 
Invention consists 
In 
magnifying it and in utilizing it in r. 
shape which enables it to be used 
practically as the receiving instru- 
ment of a telegraphic Installation. Its 
peculiar value is, it is claimed, that i\ 
will respond to far smaller currents 
than those at present used;^ a mere 
fraction of a volt Is sufllcient to work 
it. 


Mr. Oldenbourg asserts, says the 
Boston Transcript, that it • will be 
quite possible with the aid of his ao^• 
instrument to make a telegraphic ap- 
paratus by which any one walking 
about the floor could send intelligi- 
ble messages for instance to a con- 
federate on the platform, where a 
mind reading act is being performed, 
without any one else knowing about 
them.

Electricity On a Dairy Farm 


The Labor in Many of the Necessary Farm Operations Much 
Reduced and the Hired Man Not Greatly Missed.

On the outskirts of a hustling little 
manufacturing 
village, 
Oriskany 
Falls, In Southern Oneida County, is 
a farm that Is probably as interesting 
and remarkable as any In the State 
of New York, and it is doubtful if 
there 1« another in the United States 
equalling It in completeness of labor 
saving, power 
generating 
and me- 
chanical devices. The farm Is owned 
by B. Burdette Miner. Besides being 
cultivated and conducted In every 
way in accordance with modern and 
up-to-date farming science, it also 
possesses one of the most thoroughly 
perfected and efllclent electrical farm 
plants ever constructed. 


By electric power generated on his 
own farm Mr, Miner runs a large 
saw for cutting up all lengths and 
sizes of stove wood, runs the milk- 
ing machines, ensilage 
cutters and 
holsters, separators and 
Ice cream 
freezer, churn, thrasher, grindstone, 
pumps, washing machines and wring- 
er, besides lighting every room in his 
house and heating most of them by 
the same method. 
He has electric 
lights in every barn and other build- 
ing on his farm where lights may 
be needed, including a well appoint- 
ed machine shop, where he, with his 
sons, does all his own mehcanical 
work. 
In that shop he has an elec- 
tric motor that runs a lathe, drill, 
wire winding machine, electric sol- 
dering iron, buffing machine, buzz- 
saw and a large pump that operates 
the milking mahcines down in the 
stables. 


In his house he has electric heaters 
in the different rooms that thorough- 
ly warm it at an absolutely even tem- 
perature at the will of the occupants. 
He also heats the flatlrons by elec- 
tricity, and has even a little electric 
motor attached to the sewing ma- 
chine. 
And this Is all accomplished 
on a farm by a farmer without any 
help, advice or assistance from any 
one outside his own family. 


All this saving of labor and the 
Inestimable conveniences 
have been 
made possible by Mr. Miner and his 
sons by harnessing 
the Orlskaney 
Creek, a turbulent little stream that 
flows through the beautiful Oriskany 
Valley, in which Mr. Miner owns a 
large section of 
fine, 
fertile, well 
tilled land. 
At a suitable point in 
the stream about one-quarter of a 
mile from the house, where there Is 
a normal flow of about four thousand 
cubic feet a minute, with about a six- 
foot fall, a thirty-six foot flow dam 
was put in, with a concrete and plank 
foundation, that is built to withstand 
almost any pressure that might come 
from floods and spring freshets; but 
to make the dam safe and sure, be- 
yond all 
doubt, they 
built slosh 
boards in the dam, six feet wide and 
one foot high, that can be drawn 
out, one or all. as the supply of water 
demands. 
Further, they have two 
large flood gates in the concrete at 
the bottom of the dam that can be let 
out, and should the flood be so great 
that all these methods would fail to 
save the dam from going out they 
have built a spillway on the side of 
the pond that would take care of a 
great quantity of flood water. 


At the left of the dam, leading 
down from the pond about a hundred 
feet downstream to an abrupt bank, 
a dike eight or ten feet wide was du 
At the lower end of this a wheel pit, 
laid in concrete, was built, with a 
small powerhouse above. 
There it 
was found that a head of four and 
one-half feet had been obtained and 
an upright thirty-inch Samson water 
wheel was installed. Upon test it was 
found that the wheel under this very 
low head developed 
seventeen and 
one-half horsepower. 
In tho power- 
house a dynamo of twelve and one- 
half kilowatt 
capacity 
was placed. 
This was connected by 1500 feet of 
bare aluminum cable with the farm 
buildings. > In the house were placed 
twenty-five sixteen-candlepower 220- 
volt lamps, and In the barns eight 
more, electric Illumination being the 
first and principal object of the plant. 


In a little more than two months 
after work was started In the bed of 
the creek to build a dam, the plant 
was started up, and it has been run- 
ning 
successfully, night 
and day, 
ever since, and with 
no attention 
whatever from any one, save oiling, 
which is necessary about once in two 
weeks. 
The water wheel and dyna- 
mo run continuously, and, now that 
the expense of purchasing and in- 
stalling them Is over, there is abso- 
lutely no expense or trouble to it, 
and the vast amount of labor it saves 
and the many, luxuries and conveni- 
ences it affords Mr. Miner and his 
family make life on the farm about 
as pleasant as it could be anywhere 
in the world. 


Only a small portion of the power 
that could be generated is necessary, 
and Mr. Miner placed a governor at 
the wheel gate, which regulates the 
amount of water passing through the 
wheel to the amount of power needed. 


After the problem of Illumination 
on the farm had been solved, two of\ 
Mr. Miner's sons proceeded to extend 
the application of the power then at 
their commandi^ It was ii^ the winter 
and in this climate heat is very essen- 
tial, and fuel, efther wood or ooal, is 
always eipensive. 
there was a 
problem to solve, and it was an easy 
one. 
They purchased 
a 4000-watt 
heater, placed it in the houser and 
heated two rooms, one lH x 13 'x 1 hi, 
to a temperature of seventy-five de* 
grees, while out of doors the ther^ 
moi^eter sowed rero weather. 
And 
trom thai extension of bis system Mr. 


Miner has continued until it seoms- 
that there cannot possibly be a fur- 
ther use to put It to on the farm. 


The cow stables are built and kept 
In a condition that shows that the 
owner believes in the most approved 
and up-to-date methods in farming,, 
but that fact Is also evinced in every- 
thing connected with his place, and 
a visit there Is well worth consider- 
able effort. In both the stables and 
the horse barn he has running water 
pumped in by electricity, and there is 
a plentiful supply 
of pure spring, 
water at all times for the livestock. 
The floors of the stable are all of 
concrete except where the cattle stand 
and lie. 
That is of plank, as Mr., 
Miner has not come to the belief that 
cattle do well or enjoy life as much 
on cold concrete floors. A pit back 
of the cows is so graded that all 
waste Is carried off by flushing to a 
large tank, the contents of which 
are then used for fertilizing. 
Pat- 
ent 
swing 
stanchions 
are 
used 
which allow the greatest freedom for 
the cattle's heads, whether standing 
or lying down. 
All the milking is 
very successfully and quickly done by 
electrically driven milking machines,, 
which Mr. Miner says give satisfac- 
tion in every way. 


In the creamery, w^here the milk 
from a dairy of twenty cows is daily^ 
transformed into butter. Is a milk 
separator, the heavy bowl of which 
must be made to revolve at a speed 
of 7400 revolutions a minute each 
morning and evening, till the entire- 
milk production of the cows has gone- 
through it. Before installing electric 
power this laborious work had to be- 
done by hand and was counted part 
of the hardest farm work. With that 
was the big churn, which for an hour 
at a time, several days a week, de- 
manded the strenuous attention of 
some muscular person who no doubt 
could have been profitably spending 
his time at some other less laborious 
work. 
All that work must be' done 
away with, so a wire was run into 
the creamery, and on a concrete foun- 
dation a half-horsepower motor was: 
placed and connected. From this mo- 
tor a narrow belt was run to the* 
separator. 
Then 
the 
churn- was: 
placed on a platform swivelled from 
one corner to the floor, the other 
three corners resting on casters. This: 
arrangement permitted the churn to- 
be swung into line with the motor 
and connected by belt when the churn 
is to be used. 
After the churning 
Is completed the belt is stripped off 
and the churn pushed back out of the- 
way. 


In a room adjoining the creamery 
was the grindstone, that torturous^ 
back 
breaking 
arrangement 
that 
every farmer boy has cause to re- 
member, especially 
his associations 
with it about harvesting time. 
That 
was a simple matter for Mr. Miner. 
He ran a small round belt from the 
motor through the 
open door and 
around a pulley on the axle of the 
stone, and labor on that crank was 
at an end, the old Oriskany running 
it more smoothly than it could be 
done by hand, and 
v;lth no com- 
plaints. 


All around the farm are many me- 
chanical contrivances that show con- 
siderable study, thought and ingenu- 
ity, and one of the cleverest of theso 
Is on the separator. 
When the 'milk 
has all passed through the machine- 
the latter should 
be stopped and 
rinsed. 
To 
accomplish 
this auto- 
matically a float is connected with 
the electric current operating the mo- 
tor in such a manner that when the 
milk is all run out of the separator 
the float is lowered to a point where 
it breaks the circuit, cutting off the 
power and stopping the machinery. 
Simultaneously with the breaking of 
the current a dish of water, previous- 
ly placed above the separator^ is emp- 
tied by an ingenious device into the 
separator before it has ceased to re- 
volve, and 
the 
large 
machine is 
thoroughly rinsed. 
Thus the sepa- 
rator is made to stop at the moment 
its work is done and to proceed to 
to the indispensable work of rinsing 
itself out properly. 


A hand pump had been in use to 
force water into a reservoir In the 
attic of the house, which supplied the 
bathroom, and then 
a motor wa? 
brought into use which' did away with 
the work of pumping. 
A larger mo- 
tor was secured and placed in posi- 
tion in the woodyard, 
A circular saw 
and frame were provided and wood 
in sled lengths is brought from the 
v;ood loJ:s in winter and is piled up 
to await the time when it is con- 
venient to reduce it to stove wood 
by the aid of the Oriskany Creek. 


In the lightening of labor on the 
farm Mr. Miner did not for a minute 
neglect the part performed by wo- 
men, and his constant thought has 
been to help his good wife in her 
work. 
Electric 
flatlrons 
and elec- 
trically driven sewing machines are 
among the results in the house. 
In 
the dining rooms are electric fans, 
which ventilate and cool the house 
In the warn! weather, and even the 
ice cream 
freezer 
has 
a belt and 
motor. 


The cost of equipping a farm In 
that manner must be no small item, 
but on that point 
Mr. Miner was 
silent. 
He declined to give any fig- 
ures, but the results are all so satis- 
factory that it is 
doubtful if he 
would go back to the old methods of 
farming for five"times what the new 
method has cost him. — New York 
Tribu&t Farmer.

Recollections of a Former 
S e c r e t a r y of t h e 
Philanthropist* 


“The Recollections of a Former 
Private Secretary/’ printed 
in 
the 
“Cosmopolitan,” is likely to have a 
good many interested readers, since 
the subject of the reminiscences is 
that much talked of and little known 
woman, Helen Miller Gould. 
As to 
Miss Gould’s outward self, this arti- 
cle*glves little idea, “I was asked by 
interested friends,” the writer, Ruth 
Fuller Field, says 
after 
describing 
her first interview with her future 
employer, “about ray impressions— 
about her dress, her hair and other 
details so important to the average 
woman. 
. 
. 
. 
There were only two 
impressions left in my memory—her 
eyes, so wonderful in their kindness 
and yet 
so 
keen, 
. 
. 
. 
and the 
luminous depths of a solitaire pearl 
ring she wore. The gray of her eyes 
and the same color in the ring har­ 
monized perfectly 
In 
their appear­ 
ance of cold and reserved sympathy.” 
It lfc with the woman herself that 
this article deals, and very truly one 
feels as one reads It. 
A serious, 
quiet, almost shy woman, very cap­ 
able, very conscientious. 


"Miss Gould has the faculty,” says 
Miss Field, "of giving her mind to 
two things at once, each receiving ab­ 
solute attention. 
She is quick in her 
decisions and definite in her answers. 
In submitting letters to her the ones 
of greatest importance were touched 
upon first, as she was liable to close 
the interview very abruptly. 
I do 
not 
remember 
ever 
having 
time 
enough to finish all the important mat­ 
ters at one sitting. Affairs kept Miss 
Gould rushed from morning till night, 
and she was the last person in the 
world who seemed to have the slight­ 
est claim to one quiet hour of her 
time.** 


People who 
write 
“personal” on 
their letters of appeal to Miss Gould, 
and fondly imagine that this mark se­ 
cures her individual attention, aro 
very much mistaken, says Miss Field. 


“They do not realize that at the 
time their letters are received three 
hundred or more similar ones come 
into the house.” 
Some letters are 
immediately torn up. 
The ones that 
begin ‘My dear Mr. Carnegie” or “My 
dear Mr. Vanderbilt” meet that fate, 
Miss Gould probably feeling that peo­ 
ple who mix their begging letters like 
that deserve little consideration. 


Some letters are marked by the sec­ 
retary who reads them with a sign 
meaning “Not worthy of a reply”— 
such, for instance, as requests for “a 
million dollars or a set of false teeth.” 
Some are marked to be answered by 
an engraved form of refusal—“Mis3 
Gould feels that she cannot respond 
to your request 
. . . 
at this time,” 
etc. Not infrequently this form comes 
back to Miss Gould after a year or 
two, inclosed in a second appeal say­ 
ing -that the writer Is sure that Miss 
Gould is willing “by this time to ful­ 
fill the promise made in the letter in­ 
closed herewith.” The letters request­ 
ing charity are mostly put in the 
hands of a stenographer to be an­ 
swered, but the large numbers of bus­ 
iness letters from the heads of the 
various charities in which Miss Gould 
is interested have her personal atten­ 
tion. 
The file of them is ’always 
ready for 
her—a 
secretary having 
read them and jotted down the chief 
points on the envelopes—and when­ 
ever she has a bit of leisure she goes 
through 
some, 
the, “leisure” being 
when she is in the hands of her hair­ 
dresser or her manicure, or when she 
is eating a hurried luncheon from a 
tray in her room. 


Many letters come from “cranks”— 
some savoring so seriously of black­ 
mail that they are placed in the hands 
of a lawyer. Letters from cranks sel­ 
dom get beyond the secretaries, un­ 
less they happen to be funny enough 
to give to Miss Gould, “who is too 
serious and almost overburdened with 
her responsibilities,” a chance for a 
good laugh. 


Wedding 
rings—which 
frequently 
como *to Miss Gould along with me 
offers of marriage she receives—are 
always returned by registered letter, 
for sometimes they have cost as much 
as 10 cents, or even more, and if thej 
were not returned Miss Gould might 
be accused of keeping the ring with­ 
out fulfilling her obligations. 
Gifts 
with strings attached are returned, 
but those which are genuine expres­ 
sions of appreciation of her work are 
kept. 
Special pleasure does 
Miss 
Gpuld take in her cabinet of souve­ 
nirs from soldiers and sailors, “and 
so wonderful is her memory,” says 
Mies Field, “that the history of each 
gift is fresh in her mind.” 


“Society as it is known today does 
not interest Miss Gould in the least, 
except to deplore its shallowness/* 
says the writer. 
Her social secre­ 
tary keeps her Jong visiting list in 
order and up to date, and during the 
season hands her »each day the “at 
home” cards for that day, and cards 
are sent to the many upon whom it id 
not possible for her to call. 
Upon a 
few she calls, and it is the older 
people, her mother’s friends, whom 
she sees oftenest and with whom she 
is happiest. 
She is shy about meet­ 
ing people, and always prefers to 
slip out quietly after paying her re­ 
spects to the hostess. 


But M4ss Gould in “society” and 
Miss Gould making good time« at 
Lyndliurst, her Tarrytown home, for 
small boys and girls who otherwise 
mifcht not hn.ve many good time*, 


perhaps, are two very different per 
sons. 
“Her summers are lived for 
children,” says Miss Field. The Gould 
kennels, home of the famous prize- 
winning St. Bernards, are converted 
into a modern cooking school, where 
girls—an<1 boys* too—learn to pre* 
pare sirgjfle 
dainty 
dishes. 
Then, 
there is the sewing school, fending in 
the autumn with a glorious big lawn 
party, at which Miss Gould “goefc from 
one group to another, her face as 
merry as those of the children ” 
For 
the boys there is the clubhouse Miss 
Gould bujlt near Lyndhurst, where 
they have gymnastics 
and manual 
training, and she takes great pride 
in asking her guests to be seated in 
a certain comfortable Morris chair 
“made by my little boys of Lyndhurst 
Club.” 


Once a group of one hundred chil­ 
dren from the Home for the Friend­ 
less were coming to Lyndhurst on a 
nutting excursion. 
The day before 
they were to come Miss Gould made 
a sad discovery; some one had gath­ 
ered all the chestnuts from under the 
trees! 
Posthaste she sent to New 
York for several bushels 
of 
nuts, 
which were scattered broadcast un­ 
der the trees. 
It is a pretty Btory, 
and one which gives a better notion 
of her character, perhaps, than many 
an act which made more noise in the 
world. 


In spite of the great care exerdsed 
by Miss Gould and her helpers in re­ 
sponding to appeals for help, she is* 
sometimes fooled—more often almost 
so. 
Once there came an appeal os­ 
tensibly from a woman on the East 
Side, in New York. 
She was about 
to become a mother; her husband had 
no work; no money. 
Would Miss 
Gould send her a few simple gar­ 
ments for the little one that was com 
ing? 
Miss Gould instructed her sec­ 
retary to purchase an outfit and take 
it to the address given. 
The secre­ 
tary, being very busy, sent a messeng­ 
er with the outfit. Next day came a 
letter expressing gratitude, but also 
dismay; the baby was twins! 
Prompt­ 
ly the kindhearted Miss Gould dis­ 
patched a duplicate outfit, and later 
in the day the secretary went over to 
the "East Side tenement house and 
found the rooms with the address 
given in the- letter—but no poverty 
stricken 
mother, 
no 
babies. 
The 
“twins” were two little old men, who 
sat amiably together there, contented 
ly emptying a bottle of whiskey pur 
chased with what the pawnbroker had 
given them for the baby clothes.

Ginseng and Belladonna Growing In 


California. 


Recent investigations made by the 
State Board of Trade demonstrate 
that the growing of ginseng can be 
made very profitable in California, 
although the plant is not indigenous 
to the State. 
All the requisites of 
soil, moisture, and climate are to be 
found in California. 


One tract of land located In Santa 
Clara County, containing over 
100 
acres, was planted in ginseng about 
two years ago, and gives flattering 
promise of good returns next year, 
when the first crop Is to be harvest­ 
ed. 
Another tract in Marin County 
was planted a little later than the 
one in Santa Clara County, and now 
gives promise of yielding equally well. 


Ginseng is a drug used as a basis 
for almost all Chinese remedies. 
It 
sells in the market in its natural 
state for about ?8.50 a pound, while 
the fluid extract commands a higher 
price. 
The Chinese buy all that is to 
be had, and ship it to China. 
It is 
gathered in many eastern States ana 
in the Ohio and Mississippi valleys. 


Extensive experiments and investi­ 
gations have also been made recently 
in the Gardens of Medical Plants in 
San Francisco, and at other points in 
California, in regard to the cultiva* 
tion of the belladonna plant. 
These 
experiments show that it will grow 
very successfully in the State. There 
are movements now on foot to en­ 
gage in its cultivation in California, 
on a very large scale. The raising, it 
is claimed, is decidedly profitable, as 
the price is good and tho demand for 
this drug constantly*on the increase. 
—Scientific American. 


They P^W Knew Her,

The theory that the germs of tu­

W ithout such chemical dlsintegra*- 
tion, or death, 
the energy neces­ 
sary for carrying on the life-process 
would not be forthcoming. 
Hence 
the absolute tru th of the statement 
th at death is necessary to life. 


Proof of Sanity.

Mosquitoes are found to prefer 
negroes to whites, a black dog to a 
white one, and a dark-colored resting 
place, 
Careful tests have been ex­ 
tended to great numbers of anophees, w 
showing that they choose colors in 
the order of dark blue, 
dark red, 
brown, red, black, gray and violet, 
and that azure, ochre and white are 
distasteful and yellow extremely so. 
Confirming these results on 150 mos­ 
quitoes, a Swiss malaria expert has 
found that three-fourths settle on 
dark colors. 


Novel experiments by Prof. A. Du- 
rig h&ve proved that, while alcohol 
is theoretically a food, its efficiency 
is so small that half a gallon would 
be required to run the human ma­ 
chine for a day’s mountain climbing. 
It diminished the amount of work 
performed by the body per minute 
about one-sixth. 


The preservation of wood with 
sulphur, applied in liquid form, is 
gaining special favor in Germany. 
The material completely fills the cell 
spaces in the fibre, and at moderate 
tem peratures it Is little affected by, 
water, acids and alkaline solutions, 
though it oxidizes readily at high 
temperatures. 
Poplar is best adapted 
for this treatment, results with oak 
and pine being less satisfactory. 


W hen the chemist inserts a small 
Jet of flaming hydrogen into a vessel 
of liquid oxygen the hydrogen con­ 
tinues to burr, giving off snow in­ 
stead of smoke. 
The snow is formed 
by the instantaneous freezing of the 
water created by the combination of 
the burning hydrogen with the oxy­ 
gen inclosing it. 
When liquid air is 
cooled until it becomes semi-solid it 
is found that the oxygen may be 
drawn out of the mass by m^ans of a 
magnet, leaving a jelly of pure nitro­ 
gen. 


The Largest Cave in the West. 
Two gold-prospectors recently dis­ 
covered In the Santa Susanna Moun­ 
tains, about fifty miles from Los An­ 
geles, Cal., the largest and most re­ 
markable cave in western America. 
While 
looking for 
indications of 
gold, they found an opening which 
they entered. 
The opening led to 
a great cavern, consisting of many 
passages, some of them wide, but 
most of they narrow and lofty. 
The 
passages lead into great halls, some 
containing an acre, studded with sta­ 
lagmites 
and stalactites, 
in some 
cases bo thickly that it is difficult 
to got through. 
The walls of one of 
these halls are covered with rude 
drawings, some almost obliterated, 
but others still clear. 
The drawings 
represent 
incidents of 
tho chase, 
showing Indians on foot, pursuing 
bear, deer and other animals. 
One 
wall-painting shows the bear pursu­ 
ing tho hunter. 
The work is done 
with a soft, red stone, much used 
by the Indiana for that purpose.— 
Scientific American. 
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Deep Sea Lobsters. 


A Maine fisherman, believing that 
there are just as many lobsters as 
ever, set his pole away out on Cash’s 
Banks, in the path of ocean steam­ 
ships, and 
when he 
hauled them 
found 2500 splendid specimens, none 
less than ten inches and rno&t of them 
nearer fifteen and twenty. 
It is his 
theory that various causes may have 
driven the crustaceans away from the 
shore, but that there are still plenty 
of them if one can ascertain their 
whereabouts. 
His views 
will un­ 
doubtedly prompt other fishermen to 
act along 
similar lines 
in setting 
their pots, and it is to be hoped that 
the pessimistic views so 
frequently 
expressed of late will be disproved. 
— Kennebec Journal.

The pallor of Londonei'S was 
also due to the same cause, for the 
smoke 
excluded the 
sunlight, and 
where there was no sunlight there 
Tvas no color. 


He went so far as to ascribe physi- 
cal deficiencies of the poor to his 
pet aversion. 
Premising that nothing 
could grow without light, he declared 
that poor girls were often toothless, 
while the terrible snub noses and re- 
treating chins £0 common among the 
poorly bred natives of London wero 
largely due to the absence oi light. 


nUPPAtO CHIPS. 


th* 
A Wcll-Mph 
Extinct 
Fuel 
AVostcrn Plnln. 


On the high plains of the arid West 
the buffalo chip remains to-day an 
enduring 
memorial. 
P o m e d 
of 
finely comminuted prairie grass, its 
surface remains year after year unaf- 
fected by the weather, except that 
annually it grov;s a little harder, un- 
til at last it will almost turn the edso 
of an ordinary knife. 
The winter's 
snows beat upon it without changing 
it. the spring rains merely dampen its 
surface, and even a long storm hardly 
wets through the sixteenth part of 
an inch. 
The destruction of the chip 
comes from below, where dampness 
is held, where insects bore and bur- 
row, and where moisture and the 
richness of the ground encourage a 
growth o-f vegetation. 
Around the 
chip*s border grow taller stalks of 
grass and weeds, sometimes forcing 
their way through its thin margin. 
So gradually, but very slowly, the 
material of the chip is eaten away 
from the under side, until at last 
merely a shell is left, which some day 
the wind will pick up and roll along, 
and which may then easily bo broken 
up and disappear. 
Yet, to-day, over 
many portions of the plains genuine 
buifalo chips may be found in large 
numbers. 
Often on a dry plaro they 
are almost unchanged, and might be 
thought to be only a year or two 
old. 
Again they are surrounded by 
a thick fringe of vegetation, and are 
firmly anchored to the ground by it. 
Often these oldest ones are full of 
holes bored in them by insects or 
larvae of some fly or beetle that has 
deposited its eggs in the mass while 
yet it was fresh. 


In the early days of travel over 
the treeless plains the buffalo chip 
often furnished the only fuel that was 
to bo had. 
The dry chips burned 
slowly and m ^de a hot and fairly 
lasting fire, over the coals of which 
cooking was done with a great deal of 
comfort. 
After camp had been made 
the first duty of all hands was to 
scatter over the surrounding prairie 
with gunny sacks, blankets and hats 
to gather the buffalo chips which 
were to be used to prepare the even- 
ing meal. 
All the early books speak 
of the use of this iuel, and mention 
its excellence as a matter of curiosity 
and interest; yet it is by no means 
peculiar to America. 
On the high 
plateaus of Tartary and Tibet the 
dung of camels and of yaks has been 
used for the same i^urpose time out 
of mind. 


In dry ;i;\*eather no better fuel could 
be found than the buffalo chip, hut 
if the weather had long been damr, 
or, worse still, if there had been : 
heavy rainstorm, the kindling of a 
fire of buffalo chips was a difficult, 
sometimes an impossible task. 
With- 
out this fuel the difficulties of old- 
time travel over the Western plains 
would have been many times multi- 
plied. 
It furnished heat^with which 
to prepare v/arm and nourishing food, 
often at critical times, and often gave 
the fire which kept men from perish- 
ing through cold. 


By the Indians of the plains the 
buffalo was esteemed sacred above 
all other animals, and naturally so, 
since it furnishei them with food 
and shelter and clothing. 
They also 
held the buffalo chip sacred. In many 
of their ceremonies it was u^ed some- 
times to typify the buffalo, sometimes 
as a support to keep some sacred ob- 
ject from resting upon the ground, 
A 
sacred pipe might be placed upon a 
buffalo chip, and other sacred objects 
were often put upon it, sometimes the 
chip itself resting on a bed of the 
stems of the white sage.—Forest and 
Stream.

Masterpiece. 


St. Gaudens' Rock Creek Statue. 
Mrs. Caroline H. Dall, writing to 
the Springfield Republican, says: 


"I am not yet allowed to write. 
I 
am hoping to have liberty to use the 
one eye lel't me; but liberty seems a 
long way off. 
I risk 
disobedience 
now because I know my friend St. 
Gaudens would be grieved to know 
the many wrong names bestowed on 
his statue in Rock Creek. 
When it 
was first Get up, no one understood it, 
and it had many names. 
When 1 
heard it called 'Despair,' and objected 
to it as unlit for a Christian ceme- 
tery, I ""bought it best to write to 
him. 
He replied: 
*Mr. Adams asked 
me to make it ;?. Nirvana." 
I knew 
nothing about the "Nirvana," and I 
tried, to embody "The peace that pass- 
eth understanding." 
The writer in 
the Boston Transcript who called it 
"The Peace of God" came nearer to 
the meaning than those who called it 
"Grief," but the statue stands for a 
deeper 
thing 
than 
the "Peace of 
God." ' " 


To this the Springfield Republican 
adds: 


"This is 
the 
great 
imaginaci-'e 
statue concerning which the i:< ;ub- 
iican said: 
'This marveH'ous presence 
is not man or woman; it is a great 
and mournful angel, seated, with the 
right hand supporting the chin, and 
in its strong and solemn features is 
embodied all there is of human grief 
when it has passed the stress of 
human passion and must rest.' 
It 
needs the further pursuance of the 
thought: 
there is embodied at once 
the human repose and the spiritual 
mystery of that pause in Life which 
we call Death. 
It is the memorial of 
a woman of rare charm, character 
and accomplishment, dying in her yet 
young prime—the wife of Henry Ad- 
ams, the historian. 
The idea of the 
sculptor, as Mrs. Dall presents it, is 
adequate. 
It is indeed the peace that 
passeth ^dnderstanding—the mystery 
ini'o which all depart."

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WAS I t A SPIRIT, OR WHAT? 


Eusapia Palladino, the well known 
Neapolitan medium, who was rather 
a failure when she appeared before 
the Psychical Research Society In 
London a few years ago, has just 
subjected herself to a series of ex­ 
periments, held under the auspices of 
the University of Naples and partici­ 
pated in by Professors Bottazzi and 
Galeotti and other well known scien­ 
tists. Eusapia is an ignorant woman, 
and is known to have received no ed­ 
ucation whatever; Nevertheless while 
in a trance she is able to converse in 
several modern languages, and writes 
in each of them in a script that is like 
copperplate« 


*At the University of Naples the 
professors deliberately set traps for 


* her, placing objects with which she 
could bring about effects within reach 
of her hand and fixing electric lights 
close by, so as to throw instant 11- 
lumhiation upon 
them 
if she at­ 
tempted to make use of them. A dish 
containing clay to receive possible 
moldings or marks was placed at a 
considerable 
distance 
from 
the 
medium, and her hands were care­ 
fully controlled by two persons, when 
she suddenly stretched out the three 
middle fingers of one hand, and, rub­ 
bing ‘the under part of her fingers on 
the table in front of her, said: 


“Hc%v hard it is! 
What is it?” 


As there was nothing on the table 
«he was asked to what she referred, 


* and she replied: 


“It is the hard clay. 
I wish it 
taken away. 
I do not need i t ” 


When the professors came to ex­ 
amine the distant dish of clay it was 
found to have the marks of three 
fingers upon it, of which the move­ 
ments corresponded exactly to those 
which had been made by the medium 
on the table, and it appeared as 
though she were able in some way 
to transmit the sensations of her own 
hands to a distance. 


In one of the 
experiments 
the 
wrists of Eusapia were tied to two 
iron rings fixed in the floor; the cords 
that held her 
were 
knotted 
and 
sealed, and, yet under these conditions 
a bottle of water was carried about, 
and a seat and large human hands 
were seen to appear. Professor Gale­ 
otti declares that, while he was hold­ 
ing Eusapia by the hands, he distinct­ 
ly saw a double figure in her place, 
with identical arms, which, however, 
were held in different positions. 


Profess* Pottazzi, the leader of 
the experiments, once touched the 
fingers of TCu«s*ipia, and an- electric 
light, the tap of which had been fixed 
Inside her cabinet, but out of her 
reach, was lighted four or five times, 
and as many times 
extinguished. 
Professor Bottazzi also had a large 
and apparently natural human hand 
(aid upon his neck, his head and his 
arm. Each time he was able to touch 
It, and, when on his arm, to see it by 
suddenly 
turning on the 
electric 
lights, when it was not dragged away, 
but faded out of sight and touch as he 
held it. 


In these and other similar experi­ 
ments the scientific men present are 
agreed that fraud was practically im­ 
possible. 
They all, however, exclude 
any supernatural or spiritual explana­ 
tion, and can only suggest that Eu- 
sapia Palladino’s manifestations are 
biological phenomena, dependent on 
•the organism of the medium, who at 
will can double or increase the range 
of her psychic personality, and even 
her physiological personality.— Phila­ 
delphia Ledger.

Dr. Charles J. Shaw, Pi’ofessor of 
Biology in

Mountains, in British Columbia, 


Four women were in the party and 
four men, besides Dr. Shaw. 
The 
women shared the toil of the men— 
the long miles of fatiguing tramping 
through underbrush and the muscle- 
tiring mountain climbing. 
A ir save 
one were teachers, with little pre­ 
vious mountain experience. 
The ex­ 
ception was Miss Caroline Romes, of 
the staff of the New York Botanical 
Gardens and a teacher in the Newark 
High School. 


She had made a previous trip with 
one of Dr. Shaw’s parties. 
The wo­ 
men of the party were Miss Emma 
Shipe, a teacher in the schools of 
Bunbury, Pa.; Miss Mary Jobe, of 
New York City, a teacher 
in the 
schools there, and Mrs, Bayard Ful­ 
ler, of New York, 


Clad in corduroy skirts, they buck­ 
led their packs on their shoulders in 
the morning, and whether the paths 
led over mountains, where every step 
was made by cutting a foothold in 
the ice, or through the thick bushes, 
which spread a restraining network 
about them, they were ever at the 
side of the men.

In regard to a recently-proposed 
memorial to Lord Clive, the popular

Lawrence had no brilliant 
essayist to publish his deeds, as Clive 
had in Macauley. 
A monument to 
the great soldier stands in Westmin­ 
ster, but his service to his country is 
almost forgotten. 


When Gen, Lawrence, then a ma­ 
jor, was sent to India in 1748, he 
found the army at his command to 
consist of a few companies of British 
soldiers and a small force of natives, 
hastily recruited and armed with old 
matchlocks. 
With this inadequate 
material as a liuclus, he built an 
army which performed the splendid 
victories by which England became 
undisputed mistress of India. 


The most brilliant and decisive of 
Lawrence’s 
triumphs 
was that of 
Golden Rock. 
The French, advanc­ 
ing on Triehinopoli, determined to 
drive the English, who held the Rock, 
into the city. 
The Rock was de­ 
fended by a weak force of sepoys. 
Lawrence’s army was on the plain. 


The French made an assault and 
captured the Rock. 
Lawrence, with 
a hastily collected force of not quite 
a thousand of English and sepoy 
men, stood little apparent chance 
against a vastly superior force of a 
triumphant enemy. 
He 
hesitated 
but a moment, however. 


“It is better to die advancing than 
retreating,” he declared. 


The attack on the Rock was made 
with such vigor and impetuosity that 
the 
astonished 
and 
bewildered 
French were driven out in panic at 
the very moment they were exulting 
over victory. 
A British officer says 
of this feat of arms: 


“Nothing finer was ever performed 
in any part of the world than this 
assault, by a handful of grenadiers, 
upon Golden Rock, held by the enemy 
who had just captured it, and whose 
army was formed at the base. 
It 
was one of those deeds of heroism 
which deserve to be recorded in the 
archieves of national, history, never 
to be suffered, as is this case, to fall 
into oblivion.”— Youth’s Companion.

If he turns down 
the nullah, he encounters the invad­ 
ing army; if he tries to escape by the 
sides, he is met and driven back by 
beaters alz’eady posted. Therefore he 
dops the most natural thing in the 
world by fleeing up the centre of 
the nullah, directly away from the 
oncoming din. 
At the top of the 
cleft stands the sportsman.

probably

the 
sportsman’s seeing the bear or the 
bear seeing him until they actually 
meet.— From “Black Bear Honking 
in the Valley of Kashmir,” by J. J.

the moist skin to the air. To obviate 
these inconveniences an 
Ohio 
man 


has invented 
a specially 
designed 
slipper for the purpose of soaking 
the feet. 
This slipper can be readily 
put on or taken off, and can be worn 
about the house. Air is excluded from 
the feet, the natural warmth of the 
feet keeping the bath 
itself 
warm. 
The slipper is made of rubber, with 
a comparatively heavy sole, the body 
or upper being light and elastic. The 
sole and upper 
are 
considerably 
larger than the foot, so as to provide 
room for the bath. 
The ankle*fits 
closely. 
Above the ankle are hand 
pieces, to assist in putting on or tak­ 
ing off the slipper. 
By placing a 
small quantity of the desired bath in 
the slipper the wearer can prolong 
the bath indefinitely without seclu­ 
sion, replenishing or exposure to cold 
air. 
Any desired liquid bath, such 
as plain or salt water or any medical 
compound may be used.— Washing­ 
ton Star.

Just as one finds the rickshaw 
everywhere in India so one finds the 
cargador in Mexico. 
He Is a beast 


of burden. 
In general he is a com­ 
paratively small man, with broad 
Bhoulders and stout arms and leg*. 
To look at him one would not think 
he would be able to carry heavy bur­ 
dens. 
But the weight he can carry 
is surprising. 
You have a trunk 
you can scarcely move, for instance, 
You send for cargador. 
Ho gets it 
upon his back, high up on the shoul­ 
ders, and he marches off with it as 
easily as though it were a plaything. 
A life dedicated to carrying heavy 
burdens has madd this work easy for 
him. 
A slightly built Mexican will 
carry over BOO pounds on his shoul­ 
ders for short distances. 


Until lately almost everything in 
Mexico City and everywhere else 
throughout the republic was carried 
upon the backs of cargardors. 
If 
you wanted to move your household 
furniture you hired a certain num­ 
ber of cargadors. 
For house mov­ 
ing they generally work in pairs, 
each pair having a hand truck, which 
they pick up and carry, when it is 
loaded, for it has no wheels. 
In 
Mexico City there are still hundreds 
of these hand trucks, though one 
may now find plenty of carts, wagons 
and heavy moving trucks. 
There 
are also regular transfer companies. 
But all of these are of recent impor­ 
tation.— Mexican Herald.

Bird Flights. 


The occurrences of American birds 


in this country raises the Interesting 
question, how do they cross the in- 
tervening 2000 miles of ocean? 
Can 


we suppose a bird Is capable of sus- 
tained flight for a sufficiently long 
period to accomplish this? 
On the 


supposition that this yello-w shank 
can fly at the rate of 150 miles an 
hour, It would accomplish the dis- 
tance in fourteen hours. 
And then 


it must be remembered that this bird, 
being a wader, would be able to rest 
from time to time on the water. As 
regards the rate of Sight attained by 
birds in their 
migratory 
journeys 


some interesting computations are to 
be found in Katke's "Heligoland as 
an Ornithological Observatory." His 
figures 'are 125 miles an hoar for 
the hoodedxrow, 2OS for the northern 
blue throat and 245 for the Virginia 
plover. At the last rate the Atlantic 
could be crossed in about eight and 
three-quarter hours. Some six other 
American birds, 
In-birds. including 


the red-crested snipe and the Eskimo 
curlew, are recorded from the Sciily 
Islands. 


Other American 
birds, including 


the yellow-billed cuckoo, have been 
recorded in Ireland. And In connec- 
tion with this crossing of the Atlantic 
by American birds. It is interesting 
to note an apparent attempt to cross 
in the opposite direction.

wound up our 
lunchcs, and what 
more could we give to our boy loves 
than a red-choeked, 
golden-heartod 
Pearmain? 
So, so! 
But was it not 
an apple that ovory nu)rning WG car- 
ried to our tcacher, with which to 
buy a smile and pay for love. 
Those 
Avere golden days when the Sweet 
Bough 
covered the sod. and 
hurst 
open with innate 
goodness. 
Why 
should one not love an orchard? 


I remember well that by a liMle 
turn on the way home from school 
I could go through the old Kirkland 
orchard—the 
first 
one 
planted 
l)y 
white men on their westward 
way 
from New England across the conti- 
nent. 
There I sat in the trees, among 
the 
Spitzenburgs 
dreaming 
life 
dreams, and looking' into a 
valley 
paradise, until the call of the cows 
warned me to drive them homeward 
for milking. 
Yesterday I sat at the 
foot of some of those same old trees, 
leaned my head against them, felt 
their 
broken 
arms with 
sympathy» 
and when the October sunshine called 
out the bees and the butterilies, in 
the midday hours, I kissed the deav 
old tree that was my boyhood favor- 
ite. 
AVhy not? 
It gave me cheer- 
fully. liberally, 
capfuls, pockeLfuls, 
of delicious apples. 


The pickers are 
at v;ork—home 
pickers, and they know what they 
are about. 
They do not toss, nor do 
they drop the apples, not even a few 
inchcs; 
but as true apple 
pickers 
phould do, they lay each one gently 
into the basket. -Rudeness is never 
more out of placo than when picking 
fruit. 
Think you what nature has 
done in packing together these balls 
9f cells, each one delicately fitted to 
the other, and all inclosed with art 
finer than that of Apelles--who once 
deceived the 
birds. 
Handle 
each 
apple sympathetically, and then do 
not pour out the basketful into the 
wagon, but once more lay ovu the ap- 
ples like eggs. 


A basketful of 
Northern 
Spys! 
What can be more beautiful? 
Some 
have burst their sides in the process 
of growing, and you see the yellow- 
iles'hed cells, full of nectar. 
The 
hoys lay these aside for their own 
use—for to be sure nothing can be 
better to make fine boy 
fiesh 
and 
soul—and if placed in a cellar they 
will not keep. 
They are like boys 
and girls that are crowded in school; 
they die early. 
The Swaar is a sly 
apple, for it is of green russet color, 
and one would not know it to be 
the very standard of quality; yot if 
you do but know what to do, you 
will ask for a barrel of prime Swaars, 
and store them away to be used next 
May. 
The Mcintosh and the Walter 
Pease are brothers of the most fa- 
mous 
(P^ameuse) 
family of 
apples 
ever created, and when you look at 
their glory you will hardly like to 


flortfl of microbcs and bacterlR. Then 
all winter you 
will know one appio 
from another by the smell over tho 
bin. 
The aromas will blend in tho 
middle of the cellar. 
In this apple 
cellar of yours, which may be under 
your carriage house, well lighted and 
well ventilated, you will have bins 
on the side walls, and a brook run- 
ning along tho middle floor—a clean, 
fresh, drinkalile brook; to keep tho 
fruit from shriveling. 
The boys are 
placing the apples in these bins now. 
You 'do not hoar the Golden Pippins 
rattle as they are poured—for in- 
deed they are not poured, but they 
are lovingly transferred 
from tho 
basket, 


About one-fifth of each load 
is 
sorted out into boxes, and loft out- 
side of the collar to be pressed into 
cider--every 
apple 
that 
is in 
tho 
least defective. A true farmer should 
certainly have his own cider 
press 
and grind his own apples. 
It should 
bo a beautiful process and a clean 
one. 
Home-made and strictly hon- 
est cider would reform the most in- 
famous 
drunkard» 
Every 
appio 
must bo clean and without decay. It 
is not any moro fitting to drink 
a 
rotten 
apple than 
to cat it. 
Ah, 
but you "never tasted eider before!" 
To be sure, but it pays to be decent. 


What an appetite! 
And yet T have 
sampled nearly every sort in the or- 
chard, and there are 
over half 
a 
hundred- -only a few of them how- 
ever do not this year bear fruit. 
Yet 
a good appetite is an lionest alTair 
and wholesome, and we aro glad to 
hear the call for supper. 
Do you 
know samp? 
Have yon ever tasted 
it—the real old-fashioned samp? 
If 
not, you have so far missed the most 
perfect Tood man and 
nature 
ever 
put their heads togetho rto devise. 
Take the very finest cars, right from 
the husking. 
You must not wait for 
a flavor of mold to touch even tho 
cobs. 
Dry the ears around the stove- 
pipe—then persuade your miller to 
grind it alone, and to give you the 
result at once—it must not lie about 
the. mill. 
Then sift out all the fine 
meal, and dry the rest on salvors in 
the kitchen. 
When thoroughly cured 
put it on the stove in a kettle about 
half filled with water. 
Bring it to 
a boil. 
Then set it back to cook 
more 
slowIy--all 
day. 
You will 
never forget it, if once you have heard

At 
G the fragrance takes possession of 
the whole house; it becomes a mys- 
tery, 
Tho little mother 
has 
dono 
nothing else for two hours but watch 
it and smell it. 
I assure you that a 
cook without a good nose is not worth 
having. 
Nov/ the blue bowls aro on 
the table. 
A pan of milk with solid 
cream is in the centre. 
The samp is 
yellow as gold, and it is still burst- 
ing open with little explosions of 
heated fragrance. Ye gods! your am- 
brosia and your nectar are nowhere 
compared with samp and milk. 
The 
real samp of our mother's day. 
It 
is a lost art, and for these 
forty 
years I 
have 
neither 
tasted nor 
smelled genuine samp. 
Afterward an 
apple 
pie! 
A pie of 
Spitzenburg 
apples! 
Our mothers would not cook 
any others, and they were right; and 
to this day there is no other such 
iipple for pies. 
Tho Astrachan makes 
better jellies, and, for baking, 
tho 
see them taken from the limbs. 
A 


tree full of either sort is so perfect York Pippin and the Gravenstein are 
that only the freezing weather just | ahead; but not for the creation of 
ahead could induce me to 
despoil 
it. 
Mcintosh is as white inside as it 
Is red outside, and Walter Pease has 
a fragrance like a bed of lilies. And 
not long ago Mr. Burbank sent us 
the WintersLehi. the very climax of 
science and art combined. 
Gyimes 
Golden and Jonathan 
are not big 
apples, but they go a long way to- 
ward 
being perfcct 
apples. 
They 
fihould bo planted alternately, so that 
you shall see the gold of one and 
the perfect 
crimson of 
tho other 
pide by side. 


^aut if 1 keep on at this rate you 
will know not only that I am a Avor- 
shlper of the apple, but that 1 shall 
never get tho picking 
finished. 
Only 
I do not like an apple grower who 
knows 
nothing 
about 
comparative 
values. 
Ho grows Greenings, 
Rus- 
sets, Spys and a dozen more sorts 
possibly, but in my orchard of eighty 
sorts he is lost. 
He knows no apple 
history, does not keep pace with pro- 
gress in the gardener's art, and tho 
new things that burst out of God's 
will and man's 
intelligent work- 
these he cares nothing about, because 
he does ont understand them. 
He 
grows his apples without brains, and 
}iQ picks them without brains, while 
the grandest harvest 
on his acres 
wakens no more enthusiasm than his 
turnips. 
His 
apples 
are 
tossed, 
poured, tumbled; 
and in the 
raid- 
winter he digs them for use, out of 
a half-rotted bin of rubbish. 
All 
right work is poetry^ and 
religion; 
all wrong work Is impiety as well as 
illiteracy.

States, and I suppose a great many 
more varieties remain uncatalogued. 
What shall the future apple be? Not 
seedless, for a seedless fruit is at the 
end of 
evolution. 
We want seeds 
until perfection is reached. 
Tucked 
away in those germs are possibilities 
of improvement. 
"There!" says Ma- 
ture, 'Hake these and try for better- 
ment. 
These little brown seeds are 
your pledge 
of possible 
progress. 
When I givo you no more seed you 
are flnisheU, and I bhall take no more 
interest 
in 
your 
affairs." 
A seed- 
less apple is the ond, bah! 
The com- 
ing apple must be also red, not only 
to please tho housewife, but to honor 
the artistic taste of Nature herself— 
her struggle for the beautiful.

Ilmnan JJiJlboards, 


Some of us are made on the ordçv 
of billboards: a fiashy front with a 
vacant lot behind,—Hogwallow Ken- 
tucklu«. 


At a country house at which tho 
writer 
was staying ihere 
occurred 
a few days ago a curious episode to 
which ho can recall no parallel. 
Our 
host had been breaking ii\ ,a young 
horse, and one morning the animal 
was sent out 
with an 
older 
and 
steadier horse harnessed to a heavy 
omnibus. 
All wont extremely 
well 
during a drive of about ten miles, 
until 
(ho party, 
consisting of 
tho 
coachman, the man who had broken 
in the horse, and a daughter of the 
house, wore almost home again. Our 
host wns wailing on the road a few 
hundred yards from the stables to 
Boc how the young one shaped. 
He 
happened 
to have with 
him 
more 
than a dozen fox terriers which are 
nccustomod to be taken out together, 
frequently get a run after a rabbit: 
and 
are 
generally 
knov;n 
as 
"tho 
pack." 


Our host jumped on the boxstop 
of the omnil)us as it wont past, tho 
better to judge of the young horse's 
appearance, and as luck would have 
it one of the young pack began leap- 
ing up at tho step and barking. 
The 
harking dog started the young horse 
kicking. 
Tho first kick M-as a skier, 
as the writer can testify, having ex- 
am inpd the mark made by the horse's 
hoof high up on the omnibus, and it 
brought 
the horse over the 
trace. 
After that he was beyond 
control, 
and his plunges made the other ani- 
mal respond. 
Tlie latter got one leg 
over the pole and soon the young 
one was floundering on the ground, 
and the elder, a powerful animal of 
over sixteen hands, was trampling on 
him, and kicking furiously. 
All this, 
though a serious mess, was nothing 
extraordinary 
in the experience of 
a fearless household which 
breaks 
in its own horses. 


But then an entirely new and wn- 
OYppcied 
trouble began. 
The pack 
wore yelping and skirmishing round 
the kicking horses, and the horses 
(whether only in pain, or whether 
partly in anger and terror at 
the 
pack it is difiicult to say) began to 
scream. 
All the four persons 
en- 
gaged in tlie turmoil—there v/eve 
by 
this time on the road trying to hold 
and 
pacify the horses--are 
agreed 
ihat the screaming of the horses was 
what appeared to make the pack go 
mad. 
Mad, at all events, for the 
time they went. 
They attacked the 
horses and they attacked the men, 
particularly the men. 


It ought to bo explained that the 
dogs knew tho men perfectly well, 
and had been accustomed to go out 
often enough with our host to re- 
gard him as their master in the ab- 
sence of one or two other members 
of the family. 
They were not, then, 
attackhig strangers. 
Our host, hang- 
ing on valiantly to the head of the 
older horse, which was still kicking 
diabolically and screaming, kept sev- 
eral of them off by taking a lesson 
from the horse. 
To his great satis- 
faction. he "lifted" one of them sev- 
eral yards by. a lucky kick, but for 
all that he was bitten on both legs. 
The cocichman suffered worse; 
both 
his legs were bleeding, and his tat- 
tered trousers wore a sufilcient testi- 
mony of the way in which he had 
been 
''worried." 
Once during the 
struggle the horse stopped screaming 
for a few seconds, and then it seems 
that if the pack did not actually come 
under 
control, they 
were at 
all 
events not seriously aggressive. 


The pack are a set of terriers as 
good-tempered in their relations with 
human beings as one could want to 
find. 
This was not a case of a few 
vicious dogs turning when a 
suit- 
able opportunity came 
on persons 
whom they had obeyed sullenly. Of 
course, the fact that the terriers were 
accustomed to hunt anything which 
came in their way may explain some- 
thing. 
Conceivably tho spectacle of 
a horse on the ground 
may 
have 
aroused in them the same instincts 
as they have at the end of a run, 
though even so the horse would sure- 
ly seem a very large and unfamiliar 
quarry. 
But this does not explain 
the attack upon the men. 
Hounds

The writer Is forced to the con- 
clusion that 
the scfeaming of 
the 
horses produced In the dogs a kind 
of frenzy which may perhaps be best 
though 
loosely described 
as 
panic. 
Panic, of course, strictly means 
a 
state of fear resulting from some 
trifling inadequate cause. 
But per- 
haps one may be allowed to use'the 
word in tho wider sense of similar 
action on the nerves by some exter- 
nal cause not necessarily producing 
fear. 
The pack were certainly not 
afraid. 


The subject is a very interesting, 
but 
unhappily a very vague one in 
tho human sphere; it would be as 
interesting, 
though 
probably 
even 
more diilicult to investigate, in the 
animal Avorld, 
History records un^ 
controllable panics 
among soldiers, 
for which no immediate reason could 
be shown. 
In recent times there was 
the panic of the Greek soldiers out- 
side Larissa in Thessaly 
when 
no 
Turks were near them. 
The write/ 
has heard a young officer tell how 
Jn the South African War his. com- 
pany, who 
had 
been 
mercilessly 
shelled all 
day, suddenly 
rose 
up 
frpm their bivouac, following the ex- 
ample of one man, and rushed across 
tho empty 
veldt yelling 
like the 
ICphesian 
crowd, without 
knowing 
why. 
At the nioment there was no 
danger; 
and whtn the danger had 
existed they had vndured it unfalter- 
ingly. 
These are extreme cases of 
panic in iis strict seus?. 


Gasiave I-e Bv>a has written a 


book to Bhow that ft crowd h W ft 
conscience or intelligence of Its own, 
which is something 
quite different 
from the aggregate of all the sepa- 
rate consciences or intelligences of 
ihe people who compose the crowd. 
He may be right. 
It is only in accord- 
anco with experience, at all events, 
that conscience becomes less sonsi- 
tive when Its scruples are 
shared. 
And there seems to be some reason 
for the assertion that a number of 
persons who arc individually 
sane 
and temperate 
may behave collec- 
tively in a manner ouite insane and 
intemperate. 
Have the various states 
of mind in human beings—the "ec- 
static" states, to use that word la 
the careful Greek sense—any coun- 
terpart in animals?—London 
Spec- 
tator.

have shown the slightest inclination 
to lay aside my own reserve I found 
the English ready to meet me more 
than half way.

of Americans tell of having the same 
experience. 


"When it comes to explaining any 
of their customs, as, for instance, the 
luggage system, they are^ so patient 
and kindly that I confess to a sort of 
shamefaced wonder -^/hen I remember 
how brutally we in this country often 
treat the unsophisticated. 


"As for the English 
whom 
one 
meets on tho Continent—or at any 
rate the English I have met on the 
Continent—I wouldn't ask for pleas- 
anter traveling acquaintances.

as my observation Goes the Americans 
were much more stiff and awkward 
about breaking the ice than the Eng- 
lish were.

Milk is the only food that combines 
ih itself all that is necessary for hu- 
man nourishment. 
All others have 
an e::cess or a lack of something that 
the system needs; hence misod foods 
are desirable. 
Soientists have calcu- 
laied that tho following is a reason- 
mixture: lean meat fifty parts, milk 
seventy, bread sixty, potatoes thirty, 
butter six, and water three 
quarts 
daily. 
The amount of water seems 
large, but as a matter of fact 
the 
average person takes three pints of 
water with what he regards as solid 
foods. 
For instance, 
beefsteak 
is 
two-thirds water, dried beef one-half 
vvator, bread two-thirds or more. 


There are 
fifteen 
chemical 
ele- 
monts found in the body. 
Two of 
these, oxyg'ni and hydrogen, we get 
in the air and water wo take in. 
Of 
the others carbon is tho only one that 
wp require in largo quantity. 
An in- 
dividual of 150 pounds should con- 
tain thirty-four nounds of carbon in 
his make-up. 
The food must supply 
this carbon, and we secure it in vei^e- 
lables and grains by what are called 
the carbohydrates, which form two- 
thirds to three-fourths of the grain, 
and a smaller 
proportion 
of 
vege- 
tables and fruits. 
In moats the pro- 
tein is the chcmical substance of chief 
value. 
By protein is meant the nitro- 
geneous portions, the ablumen of the 
eggs, the curd of the milk, the lean 
part of the meat, and the gluten of 
flour and cereals. 
A little less than 
one-fifth of the average meat is pro- 
tein, available for building muscle. 
Gluten is a chemical composition 
of 
carbon, nitrogen and oxygen. 
To ap- 
preciate what it is as a substance for 
eating, tako a few kernels 
of 
raw 
wheat and chow them up 
finely. 
The 
starch will dissolve away almost im- 
perceptibly. and there v^riU remain in 
the mouth a gummy substance that 
can be chewcd almost indefinitely like 
a bit of chewing gum. 
This is the 
gluten or muscle-building part of the 
Hour. 


Fat is an important article of diet. 
Probably butter is the best form, but 
any healthy animal fat is satisfac- 
tory. 
It gives energy to the oator, 
but may be used in quantity only by 
one who takes much exercise. 


Bird Flights. 


The occurrences of American birds 
in this country raises the interesting 
question, how do they cross the in- 
tervening 2000 miles of ocean? 
Can 
we suppose' a bird is capable of sus- 
tained 
flight 
for a sufficiently long 
period to accomplish this? 
On the 
supposition that this yellow 
shank 
can fly at the rate of 150 miles an 
hour, it would accomplish the 
dis- 
tance in fourteen hours. 
And then 
it must be remembered that this bird, 
being a wader, would be able to rest 
from time to time on the water. 
As 
regards the rate of flight attained by 
birds in their 
migratory 
journeys 
some interesting computations are to 
be found in Katke's "Heligoland as 
an Ornithological Observatory." 
His 
figures 
"are 125 miles an hour 
for 
the hoodedicrow, 208 for the northern 
blue throat and 245 for the Virginia 
plover. 
At tho last rate the Atlantic 
could be crossed In about eight and 
three-quarter hours. 
Some six other 
American birds, 
in-birds, including 
the red-crested snipe and the Eskimo 
curlew, are recorded from tho Scilly 
Islands, 


Other American 
birds, including 
tho yellow-billed cuckoo, havo been 
recorded in Ireland. 
And in connec- 
tion with this crossing of the Atlantic 
by American birds, it is interesting 
to note an apparent attempt to cross 
in the opposite direction. 
In a Brit- 
ish association 
report for 1887 we 
read: 


•'At Rathlin O'Birne (West Done- 
gal), immense flocks of birds, star- 
lings, thrushes and 
fieldfares—passed 
west from December IS to 23. 
The 
nearest land to the west of this rock 
island js America, 
This is not an 
isolated 
occurrence. 
The westerly 
flight of land birds at stations off the 
west coast of Ireland has been no- 
ticed on other occasions.'* 


It would be interesting to know if 
any of these- enterprising 
nygrants 
ever reached tho other sldef—Lon- 
don Globe.

enemy of the xabbit, since its sub­ 
terranean habits will m ake Jt easy 
to enter the rabbits’ burrows and a t - , 
tack the young “ bunnies,” which, it 
is asserted, it can kill in twenty-four 
hours.

try and all the beautiful arts. 
This 
is the story of the fine arts. 
They 
camo through tho favored folk whoso 
bread not only but tarts and turtle 
soup were provided as effortlessly as 
tho manna of old and whose energies 
wore vented not for gainful gold but 
for pure delight in new ways for 
new things that not yet had become 
necessities for the wider world. ’ 
But in reality all of us do work for 
a living. 
Did we not we should per­ 
ish of strophy. 
“ Keep moving” the 
Christmas signs say in the shops, 
and so saith Mother World to all of 
her children. 
Brains need work to 
ronder and keep us nimble of wit, 
muscles must exercise if they would 
bo strong. 
All the ills th at flesh is 
heir to, shall we say, proceed from 
lack of exercise. 
Not only is it pleas­ 
ant to etercise our facilities nor­ 
mally, but it is in this normal exercise 
th a t “all pleasure, all enjoyment and 
all good consist. 
All want and all 
pain and the whole of the so-called 
W elt Scllmerz are due to restraints 
of one sort or another upon this ex­ 
ercise.” 


W hen there is no other form of 
this pain there rem ain the pains of 
ennui, the most insufferable of all. 
These are the miseries of the leisure 
ones. 
They m ust work or suffer the 
pangs unendurable of nothing to do. 
Normally they do follow Veblen’s 
splendid instinct of workmanship and 
do something useful and are scienti­ 
fic, 
artistic, 
philosophic, 
religious. 
And abnormally they give balls to the 
monkeys. 


They work abnormally, in part be­ 
cause certain sorts of movements 
have been labeled play and patrician 
and certain other sorts have been 
labeled work and outcaste. 
That is 
one reason why we like and dislike 
them. 
And part of the dislike, is 
lack of ability. 
Some play is higher 
casto than work, and some play is 
easier than work. 


Time was when none of us could 
work. 
The hum an race was a child 
at play in desultory, dallying, spas­ 
modic activities. 
It could sleep, eat, 
laugh, but it could not work. 
In the 
beginning no one liked to work and 
no one could work, and only through 
centuries on centuries 
of enforced 
toil have the fittest to work learned 
to work and survived to work. 
The 
original problem, says Lester Ward, 
the captain of the sociologists, was 
how to make men work. 


The hum an race has been radically 
transform ed in this respect. 
The 
modern 
industrious artisan or la­ 
borer is unlike his primitive ancestor. 
Compare him with the North Ameri­ 
can Indian for some little idea of this 
gross indifference. 
Compare him es­ 
pecially with those tribes that have 
adhered to the tribal customs and 
have adopted none of the habits of 
tho Europeans. 


Only those who have had consid­ 
erable to do with these races realize 
how impossible it is for them to do 
anything th at we call work. 
The 
total lack of power of application, 
especially among the men, is an al­ 
most universal characteristic. 
It is 
the daily drudgeries of the women 
folk busy with the eternal feminine 
round of feeding and clothing and 
giving birth to the world, incessantly 
performed, th at bear semblance to 
the steadiness of modern labors. Men 
of the primitive type would be per­ 
fectly 
worthless 
in the industrial 
world 
to-day. 
Their 
productive 
power in tho economic sense would 
be nil. 


W as 
it 
W izard’s 
wonders 
th at 
taug ht man how to work? 
Did pri­ 
meval man sip a potion th at transfig­ 
ured silly King Dodo into an ener­ 
getic laborer? 
It was the good gift 
of slavery— our power to work, 
It 
was the social mission of slavery, ac­ 
cording to W ard, to convert mere ac­ 
tivity into true labor. The aim of the 
conquering race was to gain the max­ 
imum advantage from the conquered, 
And the only perm anent valuable be­ 
longing to the victims, as the ancient 
victors astutely saw, was their energy. 
This energy must bo used, 


Men and women were enslaved and 
now murft needs go on with unto­ 
ward toils, not because they loved 
them nor because they could well 
cope with thorn, but because they 
m ust do or die. 
The lash ever was 
near, and if the lash failed the slave 
was tortured, and if the tortures did 
not sutliee he was killed.

Athens, when the census was taken 
in the fourth century B. C., had 21,- 
000 citizens, 10,000 foreigners, but 
♦100,000 slaves. 
It was the toiling 
millions through thousands of gen­ 
erations that evolved the powers of 
labor for mankind, evolved the pow­ 
ers of systematic sustained activities 
whioh 
superseded 
the 
whimsical 
movements of the prim itive pastimes. 


And after the race thoroughly had 
acquired the habit of work it began 
to like and love it.

B unner’s tiny tales chronicled the 
courtship of a pair who had falien in 
love through the “ fatality of proxim­ 
ity.” 
And the “Tale of the Shark’* 
relates the fortunes of the beaver and 
his enemy out in the storm, “who 
merely from nervousness, not from 
good will, marched along shoulder 
to shoulder.” 


Men sadly marched shoulder to 
shoulder merely from 
nervousness 
and not from good will with their 
work, and by the fatality and prox­ 
imity they acquired tho habit of work 
and finally fell in love with it. 
And 
after awhile when the habit became 
especially strong they could not get 
work that was hard enough. 
Wise 
ones have Intimated that the work 
of the world sometimes would be bet­ 
ter done if some of the reasonably 
clever folk did not fancy they were 
passing clever, and weep for more 
worlds to conquer, and demand bet­ 
ter, heavier, more wonderful work 
than they well can do. 


But meantime some sorts of work 
are losing caste. 
Imagine a 
child 
playing with a ball, tossing it hap­ 
hazard as it will, and letting the ball 
lie when wearied, which will be right 
soon. 
To try taking aim would be 
be irksomely difficult. 
But 
under 
fear of a whip or torm ent he does 
take aim and learns to pitch and 
catch, and joins a baseball nine, and 
by now he likes pitching fancy curves 
and will have nothing to do with any­ 
thing less difficult. 
That is a parable 
of the opprobrium attached by us 
haughty hum ans to certain sorts of 
toil. 


It is all artificial, this distaite for 
labor. 
M. Adolphe Coste, the promi­ 
nent professor, has studied it all out 
and he has shown the rest of us who 
are less prom inent in affairs of socio­ 
logy that employments which now are 
exclusively followed by the working 
class and which no gentleman of leis­ 
ure would deign to pursue were the 
pride of the greatest men of anti­ 
quity. 


Many of these were expert masons, 
carpenters, tanners, forgers, dyers. 
The men of to-day will not tan and 
carpenter, but they will row and fish 
and follow the chase for the satisfac­ 
tory reason th at these are among 
the privileged pursuits, whereas reap­ 
ing corn and sowing are peasant oc­ 
cupations which folk of high degree 
are obliged to disdain, although their 
natural faculties and capacities may 
be prime for a farm er’s life. 


All the race practices useful arts, 
practiced them until their toils took 
caste and the lower castes fell into 
disrepute and were perm itted only 
to people of low degree. 


In and of itself there is nothing 
odious in work which does not ex­ 
haust the system. 
Both body and 
mind enjoy activities when they are 
not fatigued with the effort to satisfy 
the needs of existence. 
“ So long as 
work is in repute, so long as it in­ 
volves no loss of caste, it will be 
done.” 


Several 
illustrious 
men 
have 
thought about this, Charles Fourier, 
the father of 
Fourierism , 
perhaps 
first of all, and he begged us to find 
a way for redeeming our pristine 
pleasures in useful labor.— Michigan 
Tradesman. 


A Link W ith the Past. 


The partial rebuilding of Canon- 
bury Tower will no doubt save from 
early ruin one of the most interesting 
landm arks of London— almost as val­ 
uable a link with the past as Crosby 
Hall. 
Although 
the

known 
brick tower probably dates only from 
Henry V III’s day, Canonbury House 
Is supposed to have been built as 
long ago as 1362, when Poictiers was 
a very recent memory; and its palmi­ 
est days were probably at the close 
of the sixteenth century, when it had 
for tenant “rich Spencer,” one of 
London’s most famous chief magis­ 
trates.

House, so tradition says, that young 
Lord Compton carried off Sir John 
Spencer’s only daughter in a baker's 
basket under the very eyes of her 
father; and in the ditches close by 
a Dunkirk pirate, with a dozen of his 
men, lay in waiting to kidnap the 
wealthy m erchant on his way home 
from the city. 
Lord Keeper Coven­ 
try lived for a" time 
at Canonbury 
House, and in 1685 the Earl of Den­ 
bigh died there. 
Among later men 
of note whom this historic house has 
sheltered 
wero 
Speaker 
Onslow, 
Humphreys, 
an eighteenth century 
poet of some repute, and, chief of all, 
Oliver Goldsmith, whose room Is still 
pointed out on the first floor of the

ing, requiring on the average a bushel 
and a half to every acre cultivated.

000,000 bushels to export as soon as 
that am ount is harvested, but each 
year the golden stream

flows wider and swifter and deeper 
down to the lakes, and the develop­ 
m ent of only one or two additional 
years would cover the shortage. Thus

From Jersey City there is a direct

Split Pea Soup. 


For this you can use either tho 
green or yellow split peas. 
Pick over 
carefully, 
removing 
all 
imperfect 
ones, wash thoroughly; cover with 
cold water and soak over night. 
In 
tho morning pour off tho water In 
which they were soaked and put into 
the soup kettle, allowing for two 
cups of the peas four quarts of cold 
water, a half pound fat salt pork cut 
In small pieces, and if you happen to 
havo it, a ham bone or bit of bacon. 
Cover closely and let simmer on the 
back of the range 
for five or six 
hours, taking care that it does not 
scorch. 
About an hour before serv- 
ing add two medium sized onions, 
chopped, two stalks of celery and a 
sprig of parsley. 
At the end of an 
hour, strain through a coarse sieve 
and return to the stock pot the soup, 
which will be smooth and creamy. 
Season to taste with salt and pepper, 
add a pint of hot milk or not. as pre- 
ferred, and if liked quite thick, beat 
in 
a 
tablespoonful 
flour 
stirred 
smooth with a tablespoonful of but- 
ter. 
Cook ten 
minutes longer and 
serve 
with 
croutons.—American 
Plome Magazine. 


I/aundry Hints. 


Iodine Spots.—Wash with alcohol, 
then rinse in soapy water. 


Chocolate 
and 
Cocoa 
Stains.— 
Wash with soap In tepid water. 


Scorch Stains.—Wet the scorched 
place, rub with soap and bleach in 
the sun. 


Blood Stains.—Soak in 
cold salt 
water with 
plenty 
of 
good sop.p; 
afterward boil. 
* 


Grass Stains.—Saturate 
the spot 
thoroughly with kerosene and wash 
in warm water. 


Mildew Spots.—Soak in a weak so- 
lution of chloride of lime for several 
hours. 
Rinse in eold water. 


Ink Stains.—Soak in sour milk. If 
a dark stain remains, rinse in a weak 
solution of chloride of lime. 


Iron Bust Spots.—Soak thoroughly 
with lemon juice, sprinkle with salt 
and bleach for several hours in the 
sun. 


Sewing Machine Oil SUiins.—Rub 
with lard. 
Let 
stand 
for several 
hours, then wash with cold water and 
soap. 


Vaseline Stains.—Saturate the spot 
with ether. 
Place a cup over it to 
prevent evaporation. 
Use tho ether 
with great care. 


Grease Spots.—Hot water and soap 
generally remove these, but if fixed 
by long standing, use ether, chloro- 
form or naphtha. 
All three of these 
must be used away from the fire or 
artificial light. 


Varnish and Paint Stains.—If the 
stain is on a coarse fabric, dissolve 
by saturating it with turpentine. Use 
alcohol if on a fine fabric. 
Sponge 
with chloroform, if a dark ring is left 
by the turpentine. 


Hot Tea and Coffee Stains.—Soak 
the stained 
fabric in 
cold water, 
wring, spread out, and pour a few 
drops of glycerine on each spot. 
Let 
it stand several hours, then wash 
with cold water and soap. 


Pitch, 
Wheel 
Grease 
and 
Tar 
Stains,—Soften the stain» with lard, 
then soak in turpentine. 
Scrape off 
carefully with a knife all the loose 
surface dirt. 
Sponge clean with tur^ 
pentine, and rub gently until dry. 


Fruit Stains.—Stretch 
the fabric 
containing the stain over the mouth 
of a basin and pour boiling water on 
^he stain. 
If the stain has become 
'fixed, soak the article in a weak so- 
Jution of oxalic acid, or hold the spot 
over the fumes of sulphur. 


Silk Stockings,—Never use soap in 
washing 
«ilk 
«tockings. 
Bran in 
water is the proper fluid to use—four 
tablespoonfuls to a quart of water. 
Rinse in several clear waters, pressing 
the water out. 
Dry stockings In the 
sun.—From McCair» Maxazlna.

THE LOBSTER 
COCKTAIL NOW, 


So Superior to Ordinary Oyster 
VariMy, That it it Prof nation 
to Compare Them, 


Familiar as New Yorkers may bo 
with tho oyster cocktail, it Is safe 
to assert that the lobster cocktail will 
appeal to most of them ns ^n entirely 
new idea. 
As a matter of fact, how- 
ever» tho lobster cocktail has lately 
become a most dolectable reality to 
tho chosen few who have been Invited 
to test its merits, for It has been 
the general verdict that It is so far 
superior 
to 
tho 
ordinary 
oyster 
variety of cocktails that It would bo 
little short of profanation to attempt 
to draw a comparison between them. 
Of course, there will probably 
be 
some Doubting Thomases who will 
require to bo convinced of the truth 
of this assertion. 
If so. they may 
procurc a freshly boiled lobster, and, 
if they will carefully follow Instruc- 
tions. 
they 
can 
easily 
convktce 
themselves. 


To proparo tho new lobster cock- 
tail, extract the meat, and cut It into 
pieces that are as nearly as dice-like 
in size and shape as possible. 
Chill 
the meat thoroughly, and servo it 
with a.glass of the most savory of 
cocktail sauces as an accompaniment. 
Moreover, do not let It be forgotten 
that a heaping teaspoonful of finely 
minced green pepper in each glass 
will add a very noticeable delicacy 
of flavor to any kind of a cocktail 
sauce that has yet been invented. 


The ordinary cream cheese seems 
to have taken a new lease of life 
this fall, for it now appears at one 
place or another In the menu of all 
neat luncheons. 
If the repast is a 
somewhat elaborate one, it is with 
tho salad 
course that 
the cheese 
makes its appearance, but if it is a 
simple affair, 
the coming 
of the 
cheese is delayed until the service 
of the desert. 
In either case, how- 
ever, It is invariably transformed— 
sometimes almost beyond the possi- 
bility of recognition—for. instead of 
being served fresh from Its original 
wrappings, as was once the custom, 
it is now mixed with a variety of 
ingredients. 


One new wrinkle in serving the 
cream cheese is to combine it with 
red Spanish peppers—the kind that 
comes in cans. 
To prepare this deli- 
cacy, chop the peppers 
fine; 
then 
add the cheese, and mix the two to- 
gether thoroughly, so that the tiny 
bits of red pepper may be evenly dis- 
tributed through the cheese. 
Add a 
little salt, with 
paprika to taste; 
mold into dainty balls, and chill be- 
fore serving on leaves taken from the 
crisp heart of tho lettuce. 


Another novel effect is attained by 
utilizing chives in place of the red 
peppers, and, if one does not object 
to the suggestion of onion that such 
a combination 
naturally 
produces, 
the result is both delicate and attrac- 
tive. 
In this case, too, the chives 
are finely minced before being blend- 
ed with the cheese. 
The mixture is 
then blended with the chceso. 
The 
mixture is then salted to taste, but 
the paprika must be omitted. 


To those who love the taste of car- 
away, tho combination of 
caraway 
seeds and cream cheese is certain to 
prove most inviting. 
This, too, is 
easily made, and^ requires no season- 
ing except a little salt. 
In any of tho 
above dishes, however, a little melted 
butter, or, better yet. some very thick 
sweet cream, may be added at discre- 
tion, If, as is often the case, the 
cheese is too dry to be molded neatly. 
—New York Times. 


Coals to Newcastle. 


If fish Is the greatest brain food, 
as scientists have said, then Boston 
Is in a fair way to outstrip the rest 
of the country in brain development 
without half trying. 
In the last two 
days there have been brought to T 
wharf—the greatest fish mart of tho 
country—more than2,000.000 pounds 
of fish. Including large and small cod, 
haddock, hake, pollock, halibut and 
various other species of the deep. 
This 
enormous 
catch 
has 
been 
brought by 100 schooners, in round 
numbers. 


Granting that 
the 
fleet 
of 
100 
schooners averages twenty men to thQ 
vessel Cwhlch probably is a high esti- 
mate), and the average sum coming 
to each fisherman, outside of the cap- 
tain, is about $20, representing from 
five days to between two and three 
weeks at sea. 
Of course, the sums 
vary, according to the vessel, 
the 
catch 
and 
the time spent at sea. 
Borne schooners brought in as high 
as, 75,000 pounds and some 
littlo 
more than 5000; some had five men 
in the crew and some twenty-fiv , 
some caught plenty of large cod and 
some yea*y few.—Boston Transcript.

deer liver, fastened it to a long pole 
and then went

rattlesnakes in abundance. 
About 
midday the rattlers are all out of 
their dens, coiled up in the cooking 
sun. 
The bucks would 
poke 
the 
first rattler, they could find with the 
long pole. 
A rattier, unlike common 
snakes, always shows fight in pref­ 
erence to 
escaping. 
The 
snake 
would thus repeatedly strike at the 
liver with its fangs until its poison 
was all used up, whereupon it would 
quit striking and try slowly to move 
on. 
The bucks would then hunt up 
another rattler and repeat the

formance, keeping up with the work 
until the liver was well soaked wjth 
snake poison.

The explosion occurred shortly af­ 
ter the men had gone to work in the 
two mines affected. 
These mines are 
Nos. 6 and 8 of the Consolidation Coal 
company, located on opposite sides 
of the West Fork river, at this place,

surface by a great steel tipple and 
bridge. 


There is much speculation as to 
the cause of the explosion, but the 
most generally 
accepted 
theory ia 
that it resulted from black damp. It 
is believed that a miner attempted to 
set off a blast which blew out and ig­ 
nited an accumulation of this deadly 
gas, and that this in turn ignited the 
coal dust, a highly inflammable sub­ 
stance found in greater or less quan­ 
tity in all the West Virginia mines. 


Interior of Mines Wrecked. 


The explosion affected both mines, 
and so far as now known appears to 
have done about as much damage in 
one as in the other. 
Evidencing the 
terrific force of the concussion, props 
in the entry of No. 6 mine, support­ 
ing the roof, were not only shattered 
and torn from their position, but were 
blown out of the entry and to the op­ 
posite side of the river. 
Other evi­ 
dence of the awful force is shown in 
every section of the mines that has 
been reached by the rescuers. 
Huge 
quantities of coal and rock have been 
loosened and hurled into every open­ 
ing, and all of the underground struc­ 
ture is wrecked beyond semblance ol 
its original shape. 


All of the headings leading off from 
the main entry are being cut off by 
canvas and barricaded as fast as they 
are reached by the relief workers, so 
that the innermost workings of the 
mine may be given the benefit of the 
ventilating system to sustain any that 
may be yet living and make possible 
an early exploration of these work­ 
ings. 


Along the hills, far back from the 
main opening of mine No, 8, there are 
a number of openings into the mine, 
and to these hundreds of relatives and 
friends of the entombed men franti­ 
cally rushed in the vain hope that their 
loved ones might find escape through 
these channels or that they might be 
more readily reached and released. So 
far as known, however, not a single 
man escaped this way, and the would- 
be rescuers are helpless at these points, 
for out of each entry there is pouring 
a volume of poisonous gas which no 
human being can face for more than a 
few minutes at a time. 


The condition of the bodies thus far 
recovered is horrible. Many are dis­ 
membered, some are fearfully crush­ 
ed and the rest are blackened and 
burned beyond recognition. The body 
of J. M. McGraw, pit boss, and one 
of the best known mining men in 
West Virginia, was recovered in mine 
No. 8.
